Recreation Committee Report 


The golf courses were closed for the 
season. There were 78,335 rounds of golf 
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played, this is 11,471 rounds less than the 
89,806 played in 1951. Due to the change 
of rates the fees collected were $39,290.30 
in comparison to $39,398.70 in 1951 for a 
reduction of only $108.40. 


It is interesting to note that 1,023 dozen 
golf balls, 48 sets head covers, 253 golf 
gloves and 65,130 tees.were sold. 


The fall and winter programs were 
started upon the completion of arrange- 
ments for the use of school buildings. 
Eight buildings are being used one and 
two nights a week for women, grade, 
junior and senior high boys and girls. 


Cedar Street Recreation building is a 
busy place with adult crafts, boys and 
girls, teen age clubs and homemakers 
clubs. 


One of the new programs, touch foot- 
ball, ended with a very successful season. 
This program was divided into Midgets 
(Grade school age) and Juniors (Junior 
High School age). The games were played 
Saturday mornings at Comstock, Marshall, 
Sycamore and Quentin Park. There were 
& junior teams and 20 midget teams with 
80 games being played.

Forestry Committee 


On October 29th the street tree trimming 
work was interrupted so that the fall tree 
planting season could be started. Several 
days were spent in our neursery and the 
Cottage Gardens nursery digging over 400 
trees. Due to the severest fall drought 
we have ever known, the soil was extreme- 
ly dry and hard to dig. This condition 
slowed up the program, but with three 
3-man planting crews we have been able 
to plant about 450 trees up to last Satur- 
day, November 8. 


On Monday of this week we received a 
shipment by truck-trailer of 440 sugar and 
Norway maples from Connecticut. These 
trees were heeled in at the nursery and 
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all but 40 will be set on the streets this 
week and next if weather and deer hunter 
absenteeism allow. 


We also recommend Board approval to 
allow the Assistant Forester to accept an 
invitation to speak at a meeting of arbor- 
ists and landscape people at Ohio State 
University on January 19th. His expenses 
will be paid by the University.

Report of Forestry Committee— 
Dec. 10, 1952 
iL 


During late October and the month of 


November it was the pleasure of em- 
ployees of the Forestry division to plant 
a total of 882 young shade trees on old 
and new streets of the City. This is the 
largest number set out in one planting 
season since 1931. 169 trees were replace- 
ments for trees that had died or were 
destroyed during the year. 


Some of the remaining 718 were set on 
streets which had lost their trees in street 
widening projects—such as Washington 
Avenue south of Strathmore, Grand River 
Avenue north of the Seymour Street Bridge, 
and E. Grand River. Others of the 713 
new trees were set on a number of com- 
paratively new streets in the Everett 
district that were placed on the city-wide 
planting program for the first time. Still 
others, 210 to be exact, were planted for 
3 realty firms on newly developed residence 
streets. These trees and all planting costs 
were paid for by the subdivision people at 
an average cost of $7.82 per tree. This 
low figure was made possible by the fact 
that the trees were delivered in truck 
trailer shipment from Connecticut at the 
tail end of the regular planting season 
when all hands were free to carry out 


Such a_ successful planting season, of 
course, will make for a heavier small tree 
watering program next summer in order 
to keep the young trees alive until they 
become established.

For a number of years the City has paid 


the expenses of the Assistant Forester to. 


what is known as the Midwestern Shade 
Tree Conference at Chicago in February. 
This winter this conference is to be held 
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in Denver, Colorado. Because of the 


greater distance to Denver the costs would ° 


probably be double the cost of former 
years. Although the Assistant Forester 
is not on the meeting program the City 
of Denver has offered to pay one-half the 
expenses of the trip in exchange for 
consultation services to their department. 


Last year the trip to Chicago cost $75.00. 
Therefore, we should like to suggest that 
a like amount be approved to cover approxi- 
mately one-half the cost of the trip to 
Denver on February 10 to 15, 1953.

Recreation Committee Report— 
November 1952 


Touch football leagues for boys were 
completed in November with the Willow 
Wolverines winning the Midget Champion- 
ship and Walter French Wildcats winning 
the Junior Championship. There were 336 
boys playing on 28 teams. This was the 
first year for the league and all indications 
point to a much larger program next fall. 


The craft activities at Cedar Street 
Center are going full blast in preparation 
for the coming Christmas Season. 


Weaving five days and two nights a 
week, the women are using the warp 
almost faster than it can be put on the 
looms. They are making a record-breaking 
number of articles ail the way from fine 
linen aprons to rag rugs. 


Ceramics three days and one night per 
week is producing a back-log of articles 
to be fired. The kilns are operating to 
capacity and it is impossible to keep up 
with the women’s production. 


Metal enameling, a new craft activity, 
along with plastics, meet three days a 
week are being well attended and produc- 
ing a surprising number of fine articles all 
the way from etched serving trays to. ear 
rings. 


Eight women’s Clubs meet weekly in as 
many school buildings with an average 
attendance of 25. 


Four schools are being used for Junior 
and Senior High School girls with an 
average attendance of30. 


Six schools serve as meeting places for 
Junior and Senior High School boys with 
an average attendance of 32, 


_ Grade school boys meet at two schools 
immediately after schoo] is out with an 
attendance of 20. 


Cedar Street Center has the Junior and 
Grade school boys meeting five days a 
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week from 4 to 9 p.m. with an average 
of 85 attending. The activities are wood- 
craft, boxing, tumbling, table tennis, a 
weekly movie and basketgall two nights 
a week at Oak Park School. 


The Junior and Grade Schoo] girls meet 
each day from 3:30 to 6:00 with 18 attend- 
ing. The activities are handicraft, games 
and a weekly movie. 


The Teen Age Club meets at Cedar Street 
on Wednesday night from 7:00 to 9:00 p.m. 
with an average attendance of 22 girls 
and 30 boys. The activities are table tennis, 
square and social dancing, table games and 
exhibitions by M.S.C. students in square 
dancing, weight lifting, etc. 


Men’s basketball leagues were organized 
with 4 teams in Class A and 6 teams in 
Class B. League play started December 
8 at Sexton High School. 


Girls’ basketball is being organized with 
league play to start January 12th. From 


present indications there will be 10 to 12 
teams ready to play. 


Special Activities for the Month: 

Everett Junior and Senior High School 
girls held a skating party at the M.S.C. 
Ice Arena, 28 attended. 

The boys from Cedar Street Center 
attended the M.S.C.- Marquette football 
game. 19 attended. 

Walnut School Women’s Club held a card 


party at Cedar Street Center with an 
attendance of 40.
